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Choien By Democrats For President 
and Vice President 


St. Louis. July 11—The Democratic 
national convention adjourned sine die 
at 1.30 o'clock Sunday morning, after 
nominating Judge Alton B. Parker, of 
New York, for president, and Henry 
G. Davis, of West Virginia, for vice 
p r e a i d e n t . 


The nomination of Judge Parker was 
dramatic in the extreme. Nearly 10 
)iours of oratory preceded the vote, 
'those placed in -nomination 
beside 
Judge Parker being William R. Hearst, 
"Of New York; Senator P, M, Cockrell, 
'Of Missouri; Richard Olney, of Massa- 
'Chnsetts; Edward C. Wall, of Wiscon- 
jsin; Judge George Gray, of Delaware; 
John Sharp "Williams, of Mississippi, 
»and General Nelson A. Miles. 


The vote was brought about by Del- 
-egate James Kerr, of 
Pennsylvania, 
demanding the regular order. 
The 
•chairman was rapping in vain for si- 
lence, and- the clerks were imploring 
the delegates to be seated. 


"Vote! Vote!" was heard, and with- 
^out delay the clerk started the roll. 
' 
The call then went on rapidly* and 
without causing comment. At the close 
it stood 65S for Parker. Before the vote 
was announced I^aho changed her six 
votes, giving Mm 664, and West Vir- 
ginia added three votes, giving him 
t h e 667 votes, or two-thirds necessary. 


This was followed by a motion by 
Champ Clark to make the nomination 
-of Parker unanimous. Great enthusi- 
asm followed, and a monster Ameri- 
can flag was unfurled from the dome 
of the building. The band struck up 
"The Star Spangled Banner." 


Patrick A. Collins, of Massachusetts, 
took the stand to second the motion 
to make tho nomination 
unanimous, 
delegates standing on chairs and wav- 
ing flags, making It almost impossible 
for him to be heard. 
The vote was 
made unanimous, and then the conven- 
tion broke loo^e. 


Bight 
thouEand 
small

were 
waving from the pit to the galleries, 
and the great Coliseum was a waving 
mass of red. white and blue, with the 
great yellow dome overhead—altogeth- 
' ©r It made a wonderful picture. 


Nominating * Vice President. 


Henry Gassaway Davis, of West Vir- 
ginia. former United States 
senator 
irom that state, was nominated short- 
ly after midnight Sunday morning for 
.vice président of the United States. 


On the first ballot ex-Senator Davis 
TBceived 652 votes, or 15 less than the 
two-thirds necessary to elect Before 
the ballot was announced a number of 
«tûtes announced that their votes were 
'changed In his favor, and a motion to 
make the nomination* unaniftious was 
carried with enthusiasm. 


The nomination of ex-Senator Davis, 
vrho is 81 years old, was the closing 
act of the stormy convention. 
Imme- 
• dlately after the nomination had been 
made unanimous the great gathering 
adjourned sine die, and the delegates 
ruahed out of the hall, some to seeh 
their beds and hundreds of others to 
try to catch traîna for home. 


Those placed in nom'Ination besldea 
Mr. Davis were: Ex-Senator George 
'Turner, of Washington; Robert Wil 
Hams, of Illinois, and William A. Har- 
ris, of Kansas. 


Delegate John Lamb, of 
Indiana 
'moved that the Democratic national 
committee be authorized to fill a n j 
vacancy thfit might occur on the nar 
tional ticket. 


The moticm was made in the form of 
a resolution which was adopted with- 
out opposition. 


A resolution naming and thanking 
the officers of the convention was also 
adopted, also James K. Jones and the 
outgoing national confmittee. 


Chairman Champ Clark and Tem- 
porary Chairman Job»-Sharp Williams 
were made respectively chairmen of 
the committees to notify-Judge Parker 
and ex-genator Davis of their nomina- 
tion. 


it was also announced that the pew 
' national committee would meet In New 
York on a date to be ^fixed by the 
chairman.

St. Louis, July 11.—Just when the 
'Democratic national convention dele- 
gates felt that they were to be al- 
lowed to rest after three »trenuous 
^days, and when the nomination for the 
'mce nroaiUency seemed toJ)e the ona 


thing left to sottle. 'Judge Parker, the 
nominGfO for president, threw t bomb 
Into the convention by Sending this 
messa^ro to William F, Sheelian, of 
Nf^w York: 


'^I regard thè 
gold 
standard 
as 
firmly and irrevocably establishcnl and 
shall act accordingly IC the action of 
the convention shall be ratified by the 
people. As the platform is silent on 
the subject my views should be made 
known to the convention, and if it is 
proved to be unsatisfactory to the ma- 
jority I request you to decline the nom- 
ination l'or me at once, so that an- 
oliier may be nominated before ad- 
journment." 


A long conference of leaders, which 
did not include Mr. Bryan, followed the 
receipt of thè telegram. Senator Till- 
man and others were greatly angered 
by the telegram, but, after talking it 
over for several hours, an agreement 
was reached to ask the convention to 
authorize the sending of the following 
telegram to Judge Parker: 


"The platform adopted by this con- 
vention is silent on the question of 
the monetary standard, because it is 
not regarded by us as a possible issuè 
In this campaign, and only campaign 
Issues were mentioned in the platform. 
Therefore there is nothinAln the Views 
expressed by you in the fflegram just 
received which would p r y l u d e a man 
entertaining them fron^ccepting a 
nomination on. said plàtfwin.'* 


This telegtamv 
^o the con- 


vention by Senator Tillman, and he, 
John Sharp Williams, -Senator Daniel 
and others earnestly urged the con- 
vention to favor it. 


W. J. Bryan rose from his sick bed 
and entered the convention to oppose 
the sending of the ^telegram without 
amendment. Hfe demanded that Judge 
Parker be asked to stitte bis views on 
the recoiliage of silver and asset cur- 
rency. 


The debate on the leaders' proposi^ 
tion lasted far into the night, when 
Mr. Bryan withdrew his objections, Iti 
the interest of harmony, and the con- 
vention. by an overwhelming 
vote, 
ordered the telegram prepared-by the 
leaders sent to Judge Parker.

William J. Bryan and his followers 
Were successful in preventing the in- 
sertion of a gold standard plank in the 
Democratic 
platform 
after

struggle before the committee on reso- 
lutions, which was in session all night. 
It is believed thut the Parker mem- 
bers could have forced the adoption of 
a gold plank, but that they did not 
desire to continue Che fight. It is under- 
stood that Judge Parker will in his 
letter of acceptance make a si>ecific 
declaration on the subject. 


The platform is a compromise ac- 
ceptable to all the interests involved 
and was adopted tinanimously by the 
committee. It may be said in general 
to have been a concession to the Bryan 
wing of the party without In any way 
stultifying the declaration of the con- 
servatives. The absence of any pro- 
nouncement upon the 
financial 
ques- 
tion is most significant and discloses 
the utter impossibility of finding any 
declaration upon this subject accept- 
able to all. 


The plaxtorm was read in the conven- 
tion by Senator Daniel, chairman of

"Our battery on the railroad bridge» 
opened lire at the

At 10 o'clock, under heavy pressure, 
our rear guard retired on our position, 
at 
Makhuntsgulgab 
and 
Yacllnta®, 
three miles north of the Shuanlunsa 
pass. The rear guard held this posi- 
tion under a heavy ilre until 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon, when, in accordance 
with instructions. It retired slowly and 
in perfect order to tlie third positiop 
at Tchjoutzzlandza Just as our malp 
body was concentrated at 
Datchapu 
and on the position at Makhuutsgulga. 


"Tho enemy kept up a very heavy 
cannonade for two hours uninterrupt- 
edly. but our battery carried on the 
struggle successfully, ilrlng along the 
Shualunsa pass. 
It finally fell bacìi 
with hardly any casualties. 


"On our right fiank our horse bat- 
tery shelled the Japanese battery. At 
the same time the enemy's cavalry ad- 
vanced slowly along the shore road to 
Yinkow. 


"Our losses are not yet known, but 
according to the commander of our 
forces they do not exceed 150. Among, 
the killed was Count Nyrodt. captain 
on the general staff, who abandoned 
the last position after brilliantly car- 
rying out his duties as chicf of staff 
with the rear guard." 


General Sakharoff also reports an 
ambush of Japanese 25 miles north ot 
Sin Yen, when the Japanese had one^ 
officer and 
11 dragoon» 
killed .Qi- 
wounded. 


THE RUSSIANS 


FIGHTING NEAR PORT ARTHUR 


Jap Ship« St\t\\ 
Forts A» Land Troop», 


Advance. 


Chefoo. July 11—A fair wind brought 
a Heet of junks from Port Arthur, car- 
rying both Clxlnese and Europeans. Re-^ 
porta which they bring of conditions 
at Port Arthur are contradictory, but 
they all say that a Japanese division 
from tho northward 
is 
entrenching 
seven miles from tho marine camp, 
while another division from the east- 
ward is fighting continuously, and with 
the aid of the fleet is endeavoring to. 
gain a position commanding the town 
and naval base. 


The 
fighting to the eastward of 
Port Arthur had been very heavy since 
July 4. The Japanese ships along the. 
shore are shelling the Russian posl^ 
tion in tlie hills. The smoke from the 
artillery on the hills around Port Ar 
thur is seen almost continuously. Dead 
and wounded are being brought In at 
all hours, and many private houses 
have been turned Into hospitals. Only 
skirmishes have occurred to the north- 
ward. The main Japanese force is lo 
miles away, but Japanese scouts have 
been seen in tho vicinity of the main 
camps, wlilch command the principal 
pass to tho hills directly back of Port 
Arthur. On the nights of July 2, 3 and 
4 the Japanese Hoot bombarded the» 
roads from the south of tho tpwn. TU^« 
forts were not damaged.

‘Choien By Democrats For President 
and Vice Frssident 


St. Louis* July 11.—The Democralic 
national convention adjourned sine die 
at 1»3D o’clock Sunday morning, after 
nominating Judge Alton B. Parker, of 
New York, for president, and Henry 
G. Davis, of W est Virginia, for vice 
president 
The nomination of Judge Parker was 
dramatic in the extreme. Nearly 10 
}iours of oratory preceded the vote, 
’those placed in tiomination 
beside 
Judge Parker being William R. Hearst, 
’'Of New York; Senator P. M. Cockrell, 
*of Missouri; Richard Olney, of Massa- 
'Chnsetts; Edward C. Wall, of Wiscon- 
Jiin; Judge George Gray, of Delaware; 
John Sharp 'Williams, of Mississippi, 
*and General Nelson A. Miles. 
The vote was brought about by Del- 
•egate James Kerr, of Pennsylvania, 
demanding the regular order. 
The 
chairman was rapping in vain for si­ 
lence, and* the clerks were imploring 
“the delegates to be seated. 
‘‘Vote! Vote!” was heard, and with- 
delay the clerk started the roll. 
* 
The call then went on rapidly* and 
without causing comment At the close 
It stood 65S for Parker. Before the vote 
' 
was announced läaho changed her six 
votes, giving him 664, and West Vir­ 
ginia added three votes, giving him 
th e 667 votes, or two-thirds necessary. 
This was followed by a motion by 
Champ Clark to make the nomination 
-of Parker unanimous. Great enthusi­ 
asm followed, and a monster Ameri­ 
can flag was unfurled from the dome 
'Of the building. The band struck up 
‘T h e Star Spangled Banner.*' 
Patrick A. Collins, of MasBachusetts, 
took the stand to second the motion 
to make tho nomination unanimous, 
delesrates standing on chairs and wav­ 
ing flags, noaking it almost impossible 
for him to be heard. 
The vote was 
made unanimous, and then the conven 
tion broke loo^e. 
Eight thousand small flags were 
waving from the pit to the galleries 
and the great Coliseum was a waving 
mass of red, white and blue, with the 
great yellow dome overhead—altogeth 
* er it made a wonderful picture. 
Nominating a Vice President. 
Henry Gassaway Davis, of West Vir 
ginia, former United States senator 
from that state, was nominated short 
ly after midnight Sunday morning for 
.vice Präsident of the United States. 
On the first ballot ex-Senator Davis 
received 652 votes, or 15 less than the 
two-thirds necessary to elect Before 
the ballot was announced a number of 
«tates announced that their votes were 
^changed in his favor, and a motion to 
make tho nomination'unanimous was 
carried with enthusiasm. 
The nomination of ex-Senator Davis, 
who is 81 years old, was the closing 
act of the stormy convention. 
Imme- 
■ diately after tlie nomination had been 
made unanimous the great gathering 
adjourned sine die, and the delegates 
ruahed out of the hall, some to seek 
their beds and hundreds of others to 
try to catch traîna for home. 
Those placed In nomination besidei 
Mr. Davis were: Bx^Senator George 
"Turner, of Washington; Robert Wil 
liams, of Illinois, and William A. Har­ 
ris, of Kansas. 
Delegate John Lamb, of

'moved that the Democratic national 
committee be authorized to fill anj 
vacancy that might occur on the nar

The moticm was made in the form of 
a resolution which was adopted with­ 
out opposition. 
A resolution naming and thanking 
the officers of the convention was also 
adopted, also James K. Jones and the 
outgoing national çonîmittee. 
Chairman Champ Clark and Tem­ 
porary Chairman John »Sharp Williams 
were made respectively chairmen of 
the committees to notify-Judge Parker 
and ex-genator Davis of their nomina­ 
tion.

“Our battery on the railroad bridge* 
opened flro at tho enemy’s patrcla» 
which appeared In Kantakho village.. 
Towards noon a fusillade occurred be-, 
tween a dotachmcnt of the enemy and! 
our company which observed tho enemjr 
retiring. Our losses were six wounded. 
“Towards tho ovoning of July 8 the 
enemy’s force, consisting of four divi­ 
sions and a brlRHde, could be made out 
in front of Kai Chou, extending along 
the seashore. At dawn July 9 tho ene­ 
my resumed tho oltenslvo upon the 
rear guard of our detachment, which 
retired about 6.30 in tho morning froip 
Koi Chou to 2^4 miles northward tov* 
ard tho Shuanhunsa pass. 
At 10 o’clock, under heavy pressure, 
our rear guard retired on our posltlou. 
at 
Makhuntsguigab 
and 
Yaclinta*, 
three miles north of the Shnanlunsa 
pass. The rear guard held this posi­ 
tion under a heavy flro until 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon, when, in accordanc« 
with instructions, it retired slowly and 
In perfect order to tlio third positiop 
at Tchjoutzzlandza Just as our malp 
body was concentrated at Datchapu 
and on the posltlou at Makhuutsguiga. 
“Tho enemy kept up a very heavy 
cannonade for two hours uninterrupt­ 
edly, but our battery carried on the 
struggle successfully, firing along tho 
Shualunsa pass. 
It Anally fell back 
with hardly any casualties. 
“On our right flank our horse bat­ 
tery shelled the Japanese battery. At 
the same time the enemy’s cavalry ad' 
vanced slowly along the shore road to 
YInkow. 
“Our losses are not yet known, tout 
according to the commander of our 
forces they do not exceed 150. Among 
the killed was Count Nyrodt, captain 
on the general stafr, who abandoned 
the last position after brilliantly car­ 
rying out his duties aa chicf of utaft 
with the roar guard." 
General Sakharoff also reports an 
ambush of Japanese 25 miles north ot 
Siu Yen, when tho Japanese had one. 
officer and

Jap Ships Shell Forts Ab Land TroopK« 
Advance. 
Chefoo, July 11—A fair wind brought 
a fleet of junks from Port Arthur, car­ 
rying both ClUnese and Europeans. Re­ 
ports which they bring of conditlonB 
a t Port Arthur are contradictory, but 
they all say that a Japanese dlvisioB 
from tho northward is entrenching 
seven miles from tho marine camp, 
while another division from the east­ 
ward Is fighting continuously, and with 
the «.id of the fleet is endeavoring to. 
gain a position commanding tUo town 
and naval base. 
The 
fighting to the eastward of 
Port Arthur had been very heavy since 
July 4. The Japanese ships along the. 
shore arc shelling the Russian posi«. 
tion in tlie hills. The smoke from th& 
artillery on the hills around Port Ar 
thur Is seen almost continuously. Dead 
and wounded are being brought In at 
all hours, and many private house« 
have been turned into hospitals. Only 
skirmishes have occurred to the north­ 
ward. The main .Japanese force is 10 
miles away, but Japanese Kcouts havt> 
been seen in tho vicinity of the main 
camps, which command the principal 
pass to tho hills directly back of Port 
Arthur. On the nights of July 2, 3 and 
4 the Japanese floot bombarded the. 
roads from the south of tho town. Th«* 
forts were not dam&ged. 


Japs Pres« On Ta Tche Klao. 
Newfhv/ang, July 13,—Since Friday 
the Japanese have been advancing rai>- 
Idly on Ta Tche Kiao. The firing wae 
Incessant on that day south of thfc 
city. 
The Mikado's men pushed for­ 
ward rapidly and carried the Russian 
Intrenchmentu, compelling them to faji 
back on Tschoutla Tien. 
The Japa 
nese are expected to continue their for­ 
ward movement. 
The KuBsians say they expect the 
most important battle of the ^var up 
to thie ixilnt will be fought at Ta Tche 
Kiao. 
They are coujldent of victory 
and say that Kuropaikin is now pre­ 
pared lo strike. Several junlis and th t. 
gunbout Sivoutch have beeij anchored 
outside the harbor in the narrowe«t 
part of the river, where they will bb 
sunk to block tho channel, should tht 
Japanese attempt to land bore to cv< 
operate in the attacks on Ta Tclu 
Kiao, The MlUado's troop* are no* 
threatening Ta Tche Kiao oq.the eau 
If K-arupatkJn should be ’defeatt j 
and h)i> line of retreat to Ha« -Chei.

It appears that there is coal In the 
United Kingdom to a depth of 4000 
feet, suiflcient, at about the present 
date of output, to suiiice for 371 years, 
but that this period will bo consider- 
ably extended, seeing that there is 
every probability that mining can be 
carried on to a depth of 7U00 feet, 
though at this depth there will not 
bo anything like the area of coal that 
there Js at the former limit. 
It is 
also reasonable to expect that this 
period of supply may be still furtner 
extended by a more economical use 
of fuel, due to the establishment of 
centrar electrical supply stations and 
the utilization of Mond and other gas- 
producing processes and of gas-driven 
engines, as ^Yell as other means ot 
obtaining a higher percentage of tho 
heat value of the fuel.—St, James's 
Gazette.

A SCHOOL FOR IIIIEVES. 


BOYS 
AND 
GIRLS 
TAUGHT 
TO 
STEAL BY MODERN FAGINS. 


London 
Criminal 
Classes 
Do 
Not 
Hesitate to Instruct Their Children 
In What They Fear 
to 
Practise 
Themselves—Training Boy Burglars, 


Daring crimes ar<» often committed 
by children in London, and only Scot- 
land Yard is aware of the fact. 


Youthful offenders are rarely caught 
in the act of committing* even slight 
offences, or if they are a tolerant 
policeman is more often than not in- 
clined to look with lenient eyes on a 
misdemeanor that In an older person 
would mean immediate arrest, by box- 
ing the ears of the liny culprit and 
letting him go. 


The 
recent 
remarkable series of 
housebreaking 
cases 
in 
the 
En- 
field district, in which the father of 
an errand boy was sentenced to six 
years' penal servitude for teaching his 
14-year-old son to commit burglaries 
shows conclusively that the criminal 
classes do not hesitate to teach chil- 
dren to do what they fear to practise 
themselves. 


The Scotland Yard authorities know 
that many criminaîf, too old now'to 
commit various crimes with impunity, 
to all intents and purposes reform, 
and become resp'^'Cts hie members of 
the community. They open small shops 
and then In a very quiet way hold 
classes of pupils ea^-er to pay for 
learning the secrets c-i the "craft," 


The first thing the '^master" does is 
to examine the would-be probationer's 
hands. The "thiefs mark" must show 
up strongly upon both, or the boy or 
girl is not worth the risk of train- 
ing. Even if the child has clever, light- 
fingered 
parents, 
and 
the 
"thief's 
mark" is absent ^rom its hands, the- 
trainer will have nothing to do with 
the case. 
He does not believe In a 
child inheriting its parents' evil pro- 
pensities. 


Girls are mostly taaght pocket-piok- 
ing and how to steal trifles from shop 
show cases. 
Members of both , sexes 
are well drilled in tho art of unblush- 
ingly telling lies. They daily rehearse 
"hold-ups" by imaginary 
policemen. 
The trainer, of course, acts the latter 
role, and instructs the young idea how 
to invent plausible excuses at a sec- 
ond's notice. 


The girls are ;.ho fiharpest at this 
game, and very se kl» m get taught. 
A trainer will never have anything 
more to do i^'itll -i child that has once 
entered a reformatory. 
The clergy- 
man there has generally worked on the 
youthful conscience, and ever after 
fits of repentance must be coimted on 
to occur at inopportune moments. 


Boy burglars aro trained in a very 
simple manner. It is itrgued that must 
people living in villiis pay a great 
deal of attention to the bolts and bars 
on their ground fluors, but very little 
if any to those on the first. 


Accordingly the juvenile Bil^ Bikes 
is provided in the early days of his 
training with a 10-foot silken rope 
tied in knots a foot apart. 
Fastened 
at the end is a strong but light steel 
hook. The boy is ^equiî'ed to practise 
with this rope, throwing it In much 
the same Avay as a lasso would be up 
to a window sill six or more feet above 
him, so that the hook holds to the 
stone. 


When tho lass(ilng is acquired to 
the trainer's satisfaction, the lad is 
next required to shin un the rope with- 
out dislodging the hook from the sill. 
This requires a great deal of practice, 
and many are the falls endured. 
As 
the height is seldom more than 10 
feet, and prior to this stage the boy 
has been taught Jiow to fall, only 
slight bruises result. 


The children in their first expedi- 
tions are always taken and shown the 
house that is to bu eriered in the day- 
time, and instructed as to the best 
methods of entry to the back. 


Then late at night the instnictor" 
takes the little lad to the "crib," and 
from a convenient si'ot watches his 
pupil disappear according to instruc- 
tions. The presence oi an adult with 
a boy of tender vears lato at night 
disarms any suspicion an alert police- 
man might have if the boy were seen 
walking through a street alone. 


Once at the back of the. house the 
boy, quite at his leisure, makes an in- 
spection 
of 
every 
window 
on 
the 
ground 
floor. 
If ore opens readily 
he enters by it, if not he surveys next 
tier, and in nine cases out of ten dis- 
covers that the bathroom window is 
partly open, Thai is suiflcient. From 
side pocket he draws the coil of 
silken rope, and a cvuiplo of minutes 
later is standing inside the little room. 


The juvenile biirg'ar is instructed 
to make his ent^'y by a 
bathroom 
wherever possible 
liecause there is 
always a risk in villadom of any or 
every room being occupied as a bed- 
room, and a window opening -with a 
sleeper in the ro^m would nearly al- 
Avays insure an alarm being raised. 


Not long ago x remarkable thing 
happened at a villa on Brixton lilll. 
^Yhen the people awakened in the 
morning the house was in perfect or- 
der; every window was closed and 
fastened, every door was bolted. Yet 
every one's pocket had been rifled, 
every article of jevelry had been tak- 
en away during the night. 
The maid 


and her boxes were ee.irched, but cr- 
en ah« was minus her month's money» 
paid the day before. 


The polle« were communicated with. 
On examination tiny finger marks were 
found on the bathroom window, and 
traces of a hook were plainly visible 
on the window sill. 
A clever boy 
burglar had paid the \illa a visit He 
was never caught, for he departed In 
the way he had come, taking with him 
only valuables that eould be carried 
unobserved in his 
pockets.—London 
News.

GETTING IN THE WALNUTS. 


An Industry That Closes California 
Country Schools. 


The first English walnut orchard in 
California was planted with seed from 
the Los Angeles 
mission 
gardens, 
where the padres had 
started a few 
trees with nuts brought them 
from 
Spain. 
The undertaking was a suc- 
cess from the first, and the acreage 
of walnuts has steadily 
increased— 
slowly at first, but now with 
rapid 
strides. 
The walnut tree's early age 
of bearing, Its long life and the steady 
demand for its product tend to make 
the 
enterprise deservedly 
popular. 
Already it is superseding the orange 
in favor among fruit growers. 


The walnut tree 
begins 
to bear 
when 6 or 7 years old, and nothing is 
known definitely of its age 
limit of 
bearing. 
Fabulous stories are told of 
trees In Spain one or two centuries 
old, bearing 
enormous 
crops. 
The 
oldest trees in 
California 
are still 
bearing, but deductions from the short 
history already made show that the 
tree is In its prime from its 25th to its 
30th year. 
Fifteen hundred pounds of 
nuts 
to the 
acre is a good 
average 
yield, making 75 pounds the' average 
weight from one tree. 


The harvest time besins about the 
middle of September and lasts nearly 
six weeks. 
The nuts 
begin to fall 
with the leaves, and the perfect culti- 
vation under the 
trees leaves 
no 
chance for them to lose 
themselves 
among clods or weeds. 
The 
brown, 
dead leaves alone hide the nuts. Un- 
der normal conditions they drop free 
from the outer husk, or hull, through 
its irregular bursting, and getting the 
nuts picked up is a simple 
matter. 
Sometimes the trees are well irrigat- 
ed just before harvest time to insure 
the clean dropping of the nuts. 


Boys and girls, men and 
women, 
Japanese and Chinese, are all pressed 
into service, and on hands and knees 
üie great orchards are gone over, not 
once, but several times, on account of 
the irregular ripening of the nuts, and 
before 
the 
last gleaning 
they 
are 
"poled" to start the very tardy one. 
This is done by long, coars^e, bamboo 
poles, M'hose light weight retakes them 
easily handled. 


In 
certain 
districts 
the 
public 
schools close regularly for a "walnut 
vacation." 
The help of the children 
is needed, and the children are noth- 
ing loath to replenish their diminished 
purses. 
Pails, cans and gunnysacks 
are scattered among the pickers, and 
when the bairs are full they are car- 
ried to the drying grounds, where they 
are spread out on slat trays to dry.— 
Review of Reviews. 


When a Czar Dies. 


A feature of every dead Czar's fun- 
eral is the appearnce of two men in 
mediaeval armor, one mounted and 
the 
otVer on 
foot. The 
mounted 
knight, wears armor of burnished gold 
and vizor up. 
He symbolizes life. Tho 
knight on foot wears armor of coal- 
black steel. 
His vizor is closed, and 
he bears a drawn sword, two-handed 
and shrouded in crape. 
He symboliz- 
es death. 


The \veight of these 
suits may be 
imagined when It is remembered that 
a fallen kniiiht had usually to wait to 
be lifted, it being impossible to raise 
tho weight of his own 
armor. 
The 
most powerful men 
of the Imperial 
Guard are selected to wear the sym- 
bolic suits, therefore; but on every oc- 
casion the burden of the knight on 
foot has proved beyonrl human endur- 
ance. 
The soldier who served at the 
obsequies of Nicholas L fell dead of 
exhaustion on reaching the church of 
SS. Peter and Paul, whpre the royal 
mausoleum is.

successor, 
Alexander II.. the unfortunate 
black 
knight fainted during the march from 
the Winter palace and died that night 
at the hospital, whither he was borne. 


Servla't Drummer Dogs,

big drum,

.With certain salts, which do not really 
contain radium, but which are, like 
that substance, obtained from pitch- 
blende,

the utilization of Mond and other gas- 
producing processes and of gas-driven 
engines, as well as other means ot 
obtaining a higher percentage of tho 
heat value of the fuel.—St, James's 
Gazette.

Criminal 
Classes 
Do 
Not 
Hesitate to Instruct Their Children 
In What They Fear 
to 
Practise 
Themselves— Training Boy Burglars. 


Daring crimes ar^ often committed 
by children in London, and only Scot­ 
land Yard is awaro of the fact. 
Youthful offenders are rarely caught 
In the act of committing* even slight 
offences, or if they are a tolerant 
policeman is more often than not in­ 
clined to look with lenient eyes on a 
misdemeanor that in an older person 
would mean immediate arrest, by box­ 
ing the ears of the tiny culprit and 
letting him go. 
The 
recent 
remarkable series of 
housebreaking 
cases 
in 
the 
En­ 
field district, in which the father of 
an errand boy was sentenced to six 
years’ penal servitude for teaching his 
14-year-old son to commit burglaries 
shows conclusively that the criminal 
classes do not hesitate to teach chil­ 
dren to do what t.hey fear to practise 
themselves. 
The Scotland YaM authorities know 
that many criminals, too old now 'to 
commit various crimes with impunity, 
to all Intents and purposes reform, 
and become rosp'^'ota l)le members of 
the community. They open small shops 
and then in a very quiet way hold 
classes of pupils eag'er to pay for 
learning the secrets 
the “craft,” 
The first thing the “master” does Is 
to examine the would-be probationer’s 
hands. The “thief’s mark” must show 
up strongly upon both, or the boy or 
girl is not worth the risk of train­ 
ing. Even if the child has clever, light- 
fingered 
parents, 
and 
the 
“thief’s 
mark” is absent i'rom its hands, the- 
trainer will have nothing to do with 
the case. 
He does not believe iu a 
child Inheriting its parents’ evil pro­ 
pensities. 
Girls are mostly taaght pocket-piok- 
ing and how to steal trifles from shop 
show cases. 
Members of both sexes 
are well drilled in th" art of unblush- 
Ingly telling lies. They daily rehearse 
“hold-ups” by imaginary policemen. 
The trainer, of course, acts the latter 
role, and instructs the young idea how 
to invent plausible excuses at a sec­ 
ond’s notice. 
The girls are i.lio sharpest at this 
game, and very s“ld< m get taught. 
A trainer will never have anything 
more to do Jj’ith -i child that has onco 
entered a reformato,"y. 
The clergy­ 
man there has generally worked on the 
youthful conscience, and ever after 
fits of repentance must be coimted on 
to occur at inopportune moments. 
Boy bui'glars aro t ’^ained in a very 
simple manner. It la argued that most 
people living in villas pay a great 
deal of attention to the bolts and bars 
on their ground floors, but very little 
if any to those on the first. 
Accordingly the juvenile Bil^ Sikes 
Is provided in the e.irly days of his 
training with a 10-foot silken rope 
tied in knots a foot apart. Fastened 
at the end is a strong but light steel 
hook. The boy is i'eQuired to practise 
with this rope, throwing it in much 
the same w'ay as a lasso w'ould be up 
to a window sill six or more feet above 
him, so that the hoolc holds to the 
stone. 
When tho lassoing is acquired to 
the trainer’s satisfaction, the lad Is 
next required to shin up the rope with­ 
out dislodging the hook from the sill. 
This requires a great deal of practice, 
and many are the falls endured. As 
the height is seldom more than 10 
feet, and prior to this stage the boy 
has been taught how to fall, only 
slight bruises result. 
The children In their first expedi­ 
tions aro always taken and shown the 
house that is to be enered in the day­ 
time, and instructed as to the best 
methods of entry to the back. 
i 
Thon late at ulght tho instructor* j 
takes the little lad to the “crib,” and | 
from a convenient sjiut watches his 
pupil disappear according to instruc­ 
tions. The presence ol an adult with 
a boy of tender vears late at night 
disarms any suspicion an alert police­ 
man might have i£ the boy w'ere seen 
walking through a street alone. 
Once at the back of the-house the 
boy, quite at his leisure, makes an in­ 
spection of every window on the 
ground floor. 
If ore opens readily 
he enters by it, if not he surveys next 
tier, and in nine cases out of ten dis­ 
covers that the bathroom window is 
partly open. That is sufficient. From 
side pocket he draws the coll of 
silken rope, and a ci>uple of minutes 
later is standing inside the little room. 
The juvenile burglar is Instructed 
to make his ent*-y by a bathroom 
wherever possible bwause there is 
always a risk in vllladom of any or 
every room being occupied as a bed­ 
room, and a w'indow opening with a 
sleeper in the room would nearly al­ 
ways Insure an alarm being raised. 
Not long ago x remarkable thing 
happened at a villa on Brlxton lilll. 
When tho people awakened in the 
morning the house was In perfect or­ 
der; every window was closed and 
fastened, every door was bolted. Yet 
every one’s pocket had been rifled, 
every article of je volry had been tak­ 
en away during the night. The maid 


and her boxes were ee.*irched, but cr­ 
en sh* WM minus her month’s monejr, 
paid the day before. 
The polle« were communicated with. 
On examinatiOQ liny finger marks were 
found on the bathroom window, and 
traces of a hook were plainly visible 
on the window sill. 
A clever boy 
burglar had paid the '.Ilia a visit. He 
waa never caught, for he departed in 
the way he had come, taking with him 
only valuables that tould be carried 
unobserved in his pockets.—London 
News, 
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GETTING IN THE W ALNUTS. 


An Industry That Closes California 
Country Schools. 
The first English walnut orchard in 
California was planted with seed from 
the Los Angeles 
mission 
gardens, 
where the padres had 
started a few 
trees with nuts brought them from 
Spain. The undertaking was a suc­ 
cess from the first, and the acreage 
of walnuts has steadily 
increased— 
slowly at first, but now with 
rapid 
strides. 
The walnut tree’s early age 
of bearing. Its long life and the steady 
demand for Its product tend to make 
the 
enterprise deservedly 
popular. 
Already it is superseding the orange 
In favor among fruit growers. 
The walnut tree 
begins 
to bear 
when 6 or 7 years old. and nothing Is 
known definitely of Its ase limit of 
bearing. 
Fabulous stories are told of 
trees In Spain one or two centuries 
old, bearing 
enormous 
crops. The 
oldest trees in 
California 
are still 
bearing, but deductions from the short 
history already made show that the 
tree Is In its prime from its 25th to its 
30th year. Fifteen hundred poxmds of 
nuts to the acre is a good average 
yield, making 75 pounds the' average 
weight from one tree. 
The harvest time begins about the 
middle of September and lasts nearly 
six weeks. The nuts 
begin to fall 
with the leaves, and the oerfect culti­ 
vation under the 
trees leaves 
no 
chance for them to lose 
themselves 
among clods or weeds. 
The 
brown, 
dead leaves alone hide the nuts. Un­ 
der normal conditions they drop free 
from the outer husk, or hull, through 
its irregular bursting, and getting the 
nuts picked up is a simple 
matter. 
Sometimes the trees are well irrigat­ 
ed just before harvest time to insure 
the clean dropping of the nuts. 
Boys and girls, men and 
women, 
Japanese and Chinese, are all pressed 
into service, and on hands and knees 
tlie great orchards are gone over, not 
once, bat several times, on account of 
the irregular ripening of the nuts, and 
before 
the 
last gleaning they are 
“poled’’ to start the very tardy one. 
This is done by long, coarse, bamboo 
poles, who.se light weight makes tliem 
easily handled. 
In 
certain 
districts 
the 
public 
scliools close regularly for a “walnut 
vacation.” The heli) of the children 
Is needed, and the children are noth­ 
ing loath to replenish their diminished 
purses. Pails, cans and gunnysacks 
are scattered among the pickers, and 
when the bags are full they are car­ 
ried to the drying grounds, where they 
are spread out on slat trays to dry.— 
Review of Reviews.

It out wherever you want. If those 
chunks don't assay good, then the rest 
©f the mine won't either.' 
^ 
“'rhat owner was quite right; he 
wasn’t overstating the case a mite. Of 
course ‘those chunks assayed good’— 
that is what they were blown for. But 
after the mine was sold there was 
nothing doing. It was empty as a shell. 
Just the old story—a salted mine un­ 
loaded on another “sucker." 
“New York’s a wicked city all right, 
I guess, but if you think that the ef­ 
fete East has a monopoly in the trade 
of gold bricks you’re grandly mistak­ 
en!"—New York Tribune.

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TWO HARVESTERS’ WORK 


WHAT THE CbRN HARVESTER AND 
THE SHREDDER HAVE DONE. 


Tblrty-miBe l> rcen t of Fodder !• Lott 
Fed Vinfthrrdded — Corn Huy !• 
N early mn Good mn Any O ther K in d —

The immense waste of provender In 
the shape of corn stalks which has 
gone on for many years in the corn 
states of this country, has been a 
source of wonder and comment. Sta­ 
tisticians are fond of computing the 
total loss from this source, and we 
are startled by the large sums which 
we allow to slip through our fingers 
each year* 
To grow a crop of corn, 
and then allow more than one-^third 
of it to go to waste is bad enough, 
but that is not all. 
The dead corn­ 
stalks left in the ^eld are a constant 
source of danger. Cattle turned into 
Buqh a field are liable to sicken and 
die within a few hours. They are said 
to die with “cornstalk disease/* but 
the nature of this disease is unknown, 
and the cure has not yet been found. 
The ergot which invests corn smut 
sometimes causes ergotism. 
The 
. parasite causes the arteries to con­ 
tract, shutting off the supply of blood 
from the extremeties. 
As a result, 
the hoofs and sometimes the lower 
end of the tail drops off. 
The only 
sure 
method known of 
preventing 
those diseases is to have no stalk 
Helds in which to pasture cattle. Any 
man who pastures cattle on cornstalks 
is likely to be a heavy loser. 
Cornstalks left in^ the field occasion 
great loss by interfering with cultiva­ 
tion. 
This Is an indirect loss, and 
one which is only beginning to be un­ 
derstood. 
Chinch bugs, army worms 
and the like And a harboring place in 
the cornstalks, and thus live from one 
year to another. 
Here, then, are 
three ways in which the cornstalk 
left in the field is a nuisance. Burn­ 
ing has been resorted to, but the soil 
Is robbed of a large amount of humus 
which it would gain if the stalks were 
allowed to rot in the field. 
Nothing 
is left but the ash, which is of small 
value. 
Easterners cannot understand why 
western farmers do not make fodder 
out of their cornstalks and thus save 
the entire crop, instead of allowing 
two*fifths to go to waste. 
That's be 
cause they don^t understand the con 
ditions which prevail out here. 
Converting the entire corn crop into 
fodder has been an impossibility, sim­ 
ply 
because 
there 
weren't 
men 
enough to do the work. 
The corn 
cutting season lasts only about 10 
days, and there are not half enough 
men on the farms In Iowa to cut ?,• 
*000,000 acres of com In season. It is 
a fact that we haven't cut up all the 
corn we could. Why haven’t we? 
First, because corn-cutting is hard, 
disagreeable work. Husking corn fod­ 
der is another tedious, back-breaking 
job: hauling fodder is an unpleasant 
task. There has been no satisfactory 
method of feeding fodder. 
Scattered 
on the ground, the stock tramp is un­ 
derfoot, and when put in mangers they 
jerk it out, step on It, smell it, and 
then jerk out another stalk. 
But this is not all. 
Fodder left 
standing in the shock until fed loses 
a large part of its feeding value, 
through expo^re to the weather. To 
stack it has been found impracticable, 
and to build barns is too expensive. 
Considering all the hard, disagreeable 
work of cutting and handling fodder, 
and its small feeding value, it is not 
gtrange that western farmers have 
chosen to harvest very little oT their 
coru crop in this way. In the eastern 
states conditions are very different. 
The advent of the modern corn har­ 
vester has changed the situation ma­ 
terially. 
More than twice as much 
corn can be cut and shocked than in 
the old way. A machine will cut eight 
meres In a day, and three men will 
shock and tie it in the same time. 
The cost is about what It Is to do 
the work in the old way, but the fod­ 
der is left in convenient bundles for 
handling. The chief advantage Is the 
speed with which the corn can be put 
in shock, enabling a large portion of 
the crop to be saved. 
If the bundles 
are bound by hand there is a great 
difference in time between the two 
methods. More than this, a very large 
acreage can be cut with a machine 
when the crop is at just the proper 
stage of ripeness, and shocked after­ 
ward, thus extending the corn harvest­ 
ing period several days. 
It remained for the shredder to put 
the fodder in good shape to store and 
ieed. 
The fodder* cutter was not a 
success, but the fodder shredder is 
undoubtedly, for it virtually turns fod­ 
der into hay. 
Not only this, but it 
husks and shells the corn. 
ProT. Henry, an authority on feeds 
and feeding, estimates that 39 percent 
of fodder is lost when fed unshredded. 
The loss in feeding shredded fodder is 
immaterial, probably no more than in 
feeding hay. Thus we see that one- 
third the fodder is saved by shred­ 
ding. T hat which is rejected makes 
an excellent absorbent for manure. 
This kind of manure is easily handled, 
while whole cornstalks in manure are 
an abomination. 
Com hay makes nearly as good bay 
as any other kind of 
It was 


quoted at 17.50 a ton wholesale, last 
year, at small towns in the east. 
Iowa farmers were paid |6 to $S a 
ton for shredded fodder, baled. 
Tim­ 
othy and clover hay brought a higher 
price, but this was practically the first 
appearance of corn hay on the market, 
and its feeding value was only just be­ 
ginning to be appreciated. 
The yield of corn hay runs from one 
to two tons an acre. 
The Maryland 
experiment station estimates that a 
good crop of corn will yield one and 
one-half tons di fodder, and that this 
fodder contains as much digestible 
matter as two tons of clover or tim­ 
othy hay; but in the southern states 
*a much larger proportion of the value 
of the corn plant is found in the stalk 
than in the north, where the ears are 
large and the stalks proportionately 
small. 
It is safe to assume that an 
acre of corn will yield as much rough­ 
age as an acre of timothy or clover. 
‘ 
A corn shredder costs about $200. 
The owner of the machine here charg­ 
es five cents a bushel, $1.50 an acre 
or $1.50 an hour for shredding, and 
of this the man who runs the engine 
gets one-half. The capacity of a shred­ 
der runs from six to eight acres a day. 
It requires three men and teams to 
haul the fodder, two men to pitch in 
the field, one to cut bands, another to 
haul the shelled corn away, besides 
the machine men. 
If the hay 
is 
stacked, another man will be required, 
making eight men altogether. 
Count­ 
ing the men at $1.50 a day, this makes 
$12 for help and $12 for the shredder, 
a total of $24 for eight acres. 
This 
includes hauling the fodder and husk­ 
ing and shelling the corn, all of which 
must be done even if the fodder is not 
shredded. 
The cost of cutting and 
shocking is about $1.50 an acre, which 
would make a total of $4.50 an acre 
for harvesting the corn crop, putting 
the shelled corn in the crib and the 
shredded fodder in the barn. 
An Illinois farmer who has cut and 
shredded 
25 to 50 acres for 
seven 
years places the cost at $5 to $5.50 an 
acre, with an average yield of two 
tons. 
Another counts $4.20 an acre, 
and still another $5.05, while many 
place the total cost at much lower fig­ 
ures. From this it will be seen that 
corn hay costs only $2 to $3 a ton, 
and every one will admit that it 
worth more than that. 
Shredded fodder is very* apt t^ 
^oil 
unless thoroughly dry when dtacked 
or put in the mow. If the juice can 
be w^rung from one stalk in 10 it is 
too moist to shred. It may be safely 
stored with 20 percent of moisture, 
but '40 percent is dangerous. A num­ 
ber of stalks may be weighed, dried 
in an oven and then weighed again 
to ascertain the water content. 
The 
shredded fodder may be stacked, m 
narrow ricks and covered with slough 
grass or cane. 
IT put in a mow, it is 
best not to tramp, but just allow it 
to lie loosely as it comes from the 
blower. It Is more important to shred 
large stalks than small ones, as the 
latter are more apt to be eaten whole. 
There was almost a revolution in 
cutting and shredding fodder in the 
western states last year. 
In south­ 
western Iowa, there were over two 
dozen shredders sold In four counties. 
An immense amount of fodder was cut 
with a binder and afterward shred­ 
ded. The high price of corn and hay 
was the cause of this innovation,—O. 
H. Barnhill, Shenandoah, Pa.

Never in my

voted in a division. 
I have repeatedly seen strangers 
from Westminster hall, mixed up in 
a little group of M. P.’s, pass unchal­ 
lenged through the lobby, then in­ 
troducing themselves to the interior, 
find sitting-room below the gangway 
—for a time. 
The moment of detec­ 
tion and ejection, sooner or later, in­ 
variably comes. 
In 1S76 two strayed revelers from 
the licensed victualers' dinner table 
walked in unnoticed, perhaps even 
not quite conscious, and sat down not 
far from the sergeant-at-arms, within 
three feet of so sympathetic a neigh­ 
bor as the great teetotaler. Sir Wilfrid 
Lawson himself; they remained there 
nearly half an hour. 
They might have stayed longer had 
not one of them caused his companion 
to laugh immediately by the sugges­ 
tion that he should call on Mr. Speak­ 
er for a song. 
In the summer of 1878, during the 
debate on the calling of Indian troops 
to Europe, a deeply interested visitor, 
not hearing quite well from his proper 
place below the gallery, moved sev­ 
eral yards up, so as to be quite close 
to the member on his legs, who hap­ 
pened to be Sir George Campbell. 
He only reached the place of nev/ 
members waiting to be sworn;

Only an in­ 
discreet exhibition of interest in the 
debate disclosed tho intruder, who 
just as he waited an opportunity of 
getting nearer to the Speaker, found 
himself a prisoner and in course of 
removal by the sergeant-at-arms. 
Very often these experiences at His 
Majesty’s theatre royal of St. Steph­ 
en’s pased from the purely comic in­ 
to the broadly Ifarcial. In the old daj^s 
the visitor unfurnished with a mem­ 
ber’s card could generally get into 
the gallery by giving a silver coin 
to the custodian. 
Hence, of course, 
many more or less authentic stories 
of droll mistakes. 
Toward the close of the last century 
the sergeant-at-arms amused his guests 
in ‘Gossett’s room*» by telling how a 
successful 
applicant for 
admission 
showed his gratitude by pressing half 
a crown into the terrible official’s palm. 
Similarly 
Disraeli'i atorney-general, 
politely giving an “order” to some 
one he overheard asking for the absent 
Sir John Cross, received sixpence. For 
an exactly similar service an eloquent 
Irish member, A. M. Slillivan, was 
warded with twice that sum. 
The 
third Marquis of Salisbury, prime min­ 
ister till 1902, once showed himself 
equally obliging, but was less lavish­ 
ly recompensed; the stranger whom 
he had helped out of some small dif­ 
ficulty could only put in his hand 
some coppers to got a glass of beer.—

TRAMPS ARE MARCHING 


W AYS OF T H E HOBO NOM/^Dt 
DURINO T H E SUM M ER. 


The Army Hat It« Advanced Guard« 
and Detail* Somewhat on Military 
Line«— Enemie« of the “Yeggmen'* 
— Water Tank Regleter. 


This Is moving time for tramps as 
well as for respectable householders, 
and the usual exodus from New York 
has begun. 
Naturally, the gteat at­ 
traction this year Is St. Louis, where 
the wayfarers look for a harvest from 
the Exposition crowds. 
Fully 5000 
“hobos,” "yeggmen," and gypsies Avill 
go from this city alone, the great ma­ 
jority beating their Way on freight 
trains. 
For the St. Louis trip. Now 
Brunswick, N. J. Is the first stopping 
place. From there on the “jumps” will 
be long or short, according to the trav» 
elera’ fancy. Some think nothing of a 
“Jump" of 200 or 300 miles; others 
camp every 50 or 75 miles. 
The army has Its advance guards and 
details somewhat on military lines. 
The “cat” goes first; he looks around— 
“feels his way,” as the fraternity puts 
It—and selects a site for a camp for 
his particular gang. The “cat" is cho­ 
sen for his innocent appearance. 
He 
is followed by the “gay cat" who looks 
over the “cat’s” work and makes such 
changes as he deems desirable. The 
"gay cat’s” special duty Is to see that 
the camp is so located as to be conven­ 
ient to food supplies, and, If the camp 
be of “yeggmen,” that opportunities 
for plunder are convenient. 
After these preliminaries are settled 
the "hobos” or “yeggmen” follow. 
These two classes are entirely distinct, 
the former embracing 
the ordinary 
wanderers, 
while the 
“yeggs” are 
thieves by occupation. 
Not that the 
“hobos” will not steal, for they will 
take almost anything that looks easy, 
will rob a drunken man or a sleeper, 
and will even rob each other; but 
their main effort is to satisfy their 
craving for a wandering life without 
work, while the “yegg" belongs to 
a distinctly criminal class. The “hobo” 
and the "yegg” are violently antago­ 
nistic, and frequently clash; then the 
newspapers print a brief account of 
the finding of a tramp’s body along 
some railroad track. Usually in such 
cases he has been thrown from a mov­ 
ing freight car, or “done up” with 
a coupling pin near some camp or reg­ 
istering place. This enmity is due to 
the habit the "yeggs” cultivate of 
following a "hobo” gang, counting on 
laying on the latter’s shoulders the 
blame for thefts committed by them­ 
selves. 
With both gangs go the “Proosh- 
lans,” as they are called—boys, usually, 
who have been stolen, and are actu­ 
ally slaves. 
If held by a "yeggman” 
the "Prooshian” is used to a “stall”; 
he steals small articles for his master, 
or if a large job, such as robbing a 
house, is in hand, he is put in at a 
window and unloclcs a door to let the 
gang In. 
This method is usually fol­ 
lowed onlj' in the case of a house that 
Is temporarily vacant. 
The "hobos” 
utilize their "Prooshians” for begging 
purposes, and they usually prove suc­ 
cessful in persuading women to make 
liberal gifts of food. 
Both classes of tranips have thor­ 
ough methods for keeping track of 
members, not only that "pals” may 
And each other readily, but to post 
their fellows on the chances in a new 
town. 
Their secret marks on houses 
and fences, denoting the liberality or 
stinginess of the dwellers, have often 
been described. These form only a part, 
however, of the sign language. 
At 
every “camp" registering is done as 
faithfully as though the tramps were 
guests at some fine hotel. 
iNo hooks are used, of course, the 
record being made on wood, The big 
water tanks along railroad lines are 
usually covered with rudely cut initials 
and signs, and board fences are to bo 
seen similarly decorated. The record 
is brief. Suppose a “hobo” known a.5 
“Peoria Jim" strikes New Brunswick, 
bound for New' York; he cuts into the 
wood with his clask knife the brief 
legend "Peoria Jim, B.B., Oct. 20.” The 
"B. E.” stands for “bound east," and 
any of his friends readily understand 
that Jim is to be found in New York, 
probably on tho Bowery, if in the late 
fall or winter. 
This date make it 
possible to tell if Jim was a recent vis­ 
itor. 
This registration is of especial 
value in the fall, for then one’s pals 
can be located with considerable cer­ 
tainty. 
Every “hobo" or “yegg" has his dis­ 
tinctive title, usually based either on 
his home dty, on some physical defor­ 
mity or characteristic, or on some feat 
performed while on the road. This nom 
de plume is called by them a “noniak- 
er,” 
Strangers are added to the ranks of 
the tramps - constantly. 
They usually 
are attracted to tho life by sheer laz­ 
iness or family troubles, and begin 
their wandering career under the tute­ 
lage of an old-timer. Both the "yeggs” 
and the 
"hobos" regularly initiate 
these recruits, having different forms 
of initiation, varying with circum­ 
stances and the surroundings of the 
gang. 
Sometimes a new brother Is 
made to "bum the town" for two or 
three days, begging and stealing food 
supplies, while the gang stay In camp. 


lasllr enjoying tbemselve«. Natural!]* 
the recruit does tlte best to prove bit 
worth. 
About Ei'O gj'psles also winter la thi? 
city, mostly on the East side In the 
neighborhood of the Astoria ferry at 
Nlnoty-ninth street, and on the West 
side, between Twenty-seventh and For­ 
tieth streets. They are getting out In 
tho country, too, at this time, gather­ 
ing new stocks of horses to trade and 
sell, and telllnR fortunes. 
They, like 
the tramps, welcome the coming of 
warm weather, for life In the city Is 
Irksome. In the case of the “hobos,"

Railroad Progress. 
The heavier rails, stronger bridges 
and more powerful 
locomotives 
re­ 
quired in American railroads by the 
present demands of traffic have result­ 
ed 
In the practical rebuilding of tho 
trunk roads during the past ten years. 
In tlie words of H. L. Stone, writing In 
the World’s Work, “most of the equip­ 
ment of a decade ago is now In the 
scrap heap." 
A single locomotive now does w’ork 
once calling 
for 
three. 
l-*assenger 
trains of sixteen cars are not unusual. 
A “through freight” averages eighty 
cars, and on shorter runs one engine 
sometimes hauls 110. In 1S93 tho av­ 
erage weight ot a passenger locomo­ 
tive, w’ith tender, was about 75 tons. 
The latest type 
of locomotive, with 
tender, for the same service, weighs 
more than 142 tons. Only ten years 
ago the famous No. 999 of the New 
York Central, exhibited at the Chica­ 
go World’s fair, was looked upon as a 
marvel 
in size 
and 
speed; yet it 
weighed only 102 tons, as against tho 
150 tons of the present passenger en­ 
gine. 
In the 
same 
year the 
average 
weight of a freight locomotive was 85 
tons. 
The latest type of compound 
freight engine weighs ISl 1-2 tons, and 
will haul more than 4000 
tons 
of 
freight.

The temple at Epidaurus was found­ 
ed by Antonius Pius at the end of the 
first century A. D. in honor of Aescu­ 
lapius.

and dying, which Strabo describes as 
a place renowned for the cure of all* 
diseases, always full of invalids, and 
containing votive tablets descriptive 
of cures. 
About 380 A. D. a hospital was found­ 
ed by Valens and richly enclowed by 
him at Caesarea, and another at Romo 
by Fabiola, a wealthy Roman widow, 
for the reception of the sick poor. 
Basil is said by Gregory, the pres­ 
byter, to have built a large hospital 
for lepers with money oollected for tho 
purspose. 
The H o t el Dieu in Paris, 
founded in the seventh century, and 
two founded in 1880 by LanfrauQ, 
arclibishop of Canterbury, were both 
connected 
with monastic establish­ 
ments. 
Bartholomew’s 1547, and St. 
Thomas*, 1553, are the oldest Jiospiials 
in London and were both originally re­ 
ligious foundations.

Existing laws relating 
lo the granting of annual leave wLli 
pay to clerks and employees in tin- 
executive departments shall apply t(j 
clerks and employees of tlie govern­ 
ment printing oillce who are paid an­ 
nual or monthly salaries. 
A letter was read from tho publii 
printer stating that the employees un­ 
der the existing law are given twenty 
six working days' leave with pay, thi^ 
bill to make the leave thirty days. Thi* 
provision relating to annual or month 
ly salaries will alfect 175 employees 
The bill was passed without debate.
